In view of the information received 
from Lieut. Shackleton the plans of the 
government for sending a relief expedi- 
tion from England will be abandoned 
and a whaler will 
be sent 
from the 
Falkland islands to rescue the marooned 
men. 


Explorer Mawson Talks. 


After a careful examination of the 
text of Lieutenant Shackleton's original 
cable Sir Douglas Mawson, the explorer, 
said today: 
"Instead of drifting until 
April 9 of this year, as has been sug- 
gested, it is quite plain the Endurance 
was stuck in the ice floes from jSIarch 
of last year until October 27, when the 
pressure became too great. 
The En- 
durance was crushed and sank in the 
latter date in the middle of Weddell 
sea. 


"Lieut. 
Shackleton 
abandoned the 
sinking ship, dragging the whaleboats 
and supply ships on an ice floe. It ap- 
pears that having at that time reached 
open water the lieutenant and his com- 
panions launched a whale boat and sail- 
ed for Elephant island of the Soutli 
Shetland group, arriving there April 16. 


"There the lieutenant 
left 
twenty- 
two men in an ice cave and proceeded 
with five others 
in an 
open boat to 
South Oeorgfia island, where he hoped to 
meet whaling vessels and thus get into 
touch 
with 
civilization. 
His voyage 
from tlie Shetlands to South Georgia, a 
distance of 900 miles, in an open twen- 
ty-two foot boat, amid ice, was a haz- 
ardous and remarkable feat, even for 
so skilled a navigator and seaman as 
Shackleton. 


"The South Shetland islands are in- 
vested Avith floe ice at this time of the 
year and it will not be easy to reach 
the men on Elephant island until later, 
though no doubt whalers will be sent 
now from the Falklands in an attempt 
to rescue them. 


"Tt is understood Australia is sending 
a relief party to reach the ten men who 
arc stranded on the great barrier on the 
Ross sea side, owing to the breaking 
away of the auxiliary Aurora, which 
was to have met the main party when 
it emerged."

The plan was worked out in response 
to a request on the part of manv fam- 
ilies for a Avay whereby their children" 
might 
do 
something ' to 
boost 
the 
pageant and at the Bame time earn their 
way to see the groat spectacle. 
From 
the beginning it has been the determin 
ation of the Centennial asFociation that 
every child in Fort Wayne shall have 
an opportunity to see the pageant—to 
them it has a value incalculable. 
The 
plan which has been adopted seems to 
meet the situation to the satisfaction of 
everyone concerned. 


Details of the Plan. 


It is anticipated that several ques- 
tions will rise as to the details of the 
plan. 
These are met here in the form 
of questions and 
answers which will 
probably cover all points: 


Q—To whom are tlie tickets to be 
given to sell? 
A—To each boy and girl 
in each school mom, public or parochial. 


Q—Does 
this 
include 
the 
high 
schools? 
A—Yes. 


Q—If a ticket is given to a pupil to 
sell and the pupil fails to sell it, will 
that hold the entire school back? 
A— 
In such a cas<^, it is very likely that 
someone else can sell the ticket for him 
and that will settle the question. 
seems very probable that many pupils 
will sell more than one ticket each, and 
in this way it will not be at all difTn-uli 
to sell all of the tickets of every room. 


Q—If the parents of a pupil have al- 
ready bought a ticket for the child to 
go on Tuesday, Wednesday or Thursday 
evenings, docs the child get to go on 
one of tiiese nights free? 
A—No. This 
plan simply entitles tiie pupil to go fre-.- 
on the e.vtra night. 
If he goes with hi^ 
parents or someone else oh an earlier 
night, he will see the pageant 
twice, 
once to he paid for in money and once 
to be paid for in selling one ticket to 
someone else. 


Q—\\'ill the children have to go to 
the pageant alone and come home alone 
or can their parents go with them? 
A-- 
Each school will arrange, through the 
teacher and princijial, to escort the chil- 
dren to the pageant grounds, care for 
them while they are there and see that 
they reach tlu'ir homes in safety. 


Q—When will this extra performance 
of the pageant be given? 
A—On an 
evening following the three regular per- 
formances. the date to be announced 
later. 


Q—For what nights are the ticketf 
for the pageant to be sold by the pu- 
pils? 
A—For either Tuesday, Wednes- 
day or Thursday nights. 


Q—Are any seats to be sold for t' i 
extra night? 
A—Xo. 
This extra night 
is purely for the children and for thosv 
who h a v them in charge. 
The genera' 
public will not be allowed to attend on 
this e.xtrn night. 


Free for the Orphans.

Place 


Police Chief Lenz has filed with the county commissioners a 
formal remonstrance against a renewal of the license for the no- 
torious Koehler saloon at 2528 Calhoun street, application for which 
is due to come up in commissioners' court next Monday. 
The re- 
monstrance sets out a long list of perfectly valid and sufficient rea- 
sons why the place should be wiped out. 
Located in a residence 
district, it has long been objectionable, the more so from the fact 
that repeated violations of the law make it evident that no serious 
attempt has been made to keep the character of the place within 
the prescribed limits of legal decency. 


The Fort Wayne Retail Liquor Dealers' association is entitled 
to credit for its manifest co-operation with the police authorities in 
the attempt to abolish liquor shops of this character, and it has 
taken an energetic part in the fight on the Koehler place. 
There 
Bhould be no possible compromise permitted by which the license 
may be transferred to another. Residents of that neighborhood have 
been forced to tolerate the place far t^o long already, and it should 
neither be continued there nor inflicted upon another locality. 
The 
indictment presented by the police chief and the Liquor Dealers' as- 
sociation, backed up by the records, is conclusive. The place should 
be utterly wipd out, and the opportunity is now at hand to do it.

.People not only in New York but 
elsewhere have been slow to understand 
the valúe and importance of visiting 
nurse service and physicians, health of- 
ficers and women engaged in social work 
have found great difficulty in convincing 
the public of the n«ed of visiting nursesj 
probably in no city LB the service at 
all equal to the demand. 


The head of the Henry street settle- 
mentj in speaking of the gift referred 
to, Said: 
"Ninety per cent, of the sick 
of New York are at home. 
Only 10 
per cent, are in hospitals. Of those who 
are sick at home only a very small num- 
ber can afford the services of a trained 
nurse." Nurses can not give their time, 
but must receive 
compensation 
from 
some source, and when health societie.s 
or other benevolent organizations caii 
not afford to employ them the, work of 
such societies is greatly hampered. 


At the same time the service rendered 
by the visiting nurse is not necessarily 
a charity. 
People are often ready and 
willing to pay a moderate sum. when 
they could not afford to employ a nurse 
at the regular rate. 
Wherever payment 
is possible a snlàll charge per day or 
hour is made and the amount turned 
into a general fund; where poverty is 
extreme equally good service is rendered 
free of cost. Tbe New York woman wlio 
so liberally recognized the need of such 
nursing set an example 
which other 
benevolently disposed persons might well 
consider.

OSSIAN NEWS. 


The state board of health has just undertaken a very important 
work in connection Mdth Indiana summer resorts. In advance of the 
coming of thousands of visitors who will seek rest and recreation 
at the Indiana lakes for periods varying from a few days to the en- 
tire season, the state board is insisting upon a clean-up campaign 
and the enforcement of sanitary regulations that will make these 
visits safe from the standpoint of health. Tests are to be made of 
the water supply and inspection of general conditions about each 
resort hotel, cottage and boarding house, while employes of these 
places who handle foods must undergo a physical examination to 
determine if they are suffering from any communicable disease. The 
state board believes that the lake hotels, interested in protecting 
their guests as Avell as their business, will cheerfully co-operate in 
making their places safe from disease. The work is one which should 
hâve been undertaken long ago, and it is so important that visitors 
in selecting a place for their outing will be much inclined to satisfy 
themselves beforehand that the spot to which they are going haa 
cheerfully complied with all the requirements of the state health 
Buthorities in this regard. 


Tremendous possibilities hinge upon the conference which has 
just gotten under way in New York in an effort to settle questions 
of -working hours and wages between some 325 railroad systems in 
the United States and their vast army of trainmen employes of all 
kinds. The demands have been in process of threshing out for sev- 
eral months. Little progress has thus far been made toward settle- 
ment, but it is noteworthy that both the rail managers and the train- 
men have maintained through it all a sane and considerate determin- 
ation to reach an agreement that will maintain rights and secure 
adjudication without injustice and without resort to extremes. The 
question is a tremendously big one, with the interests of thousands 
of men and their families as well as many millions of invested capital 
to be safeguarded, but its settlement is in the hands of big and 
broad-guaged men, and we may confidently look forward to peace- 
ful and satisfactory adjustment. 


Six more companies of the Indiana national guard—those at Vin- 
cennes, Spencer, Seymour, "Winchester, Lebanon and Mount Vernon 
—have now been placed on probation and must spruce up within the 
next six months or be cut off' without federal support. 
Losses in 
some of those battles in the European war pale into insignificance 
by comparison with the fashion in which Uncle Sam has recejitly 
been wiping out entire organizations of the Indiana militia. 


As against a speed of 90.21 miles per hour a year ago, racers at 
the Indianapolis speedway on Tuesday were able to produce an 
average of but 84.05 miles an hour.

thoughts such as are found nowhere else. 
>Ve 
admire the wonderful imagination, the colorful 
weave of his romances and the masterly 
de- 
lineation of character. 
We 
know that he Is 
the master 
poet and 
dramatist 
of all 
time. 
There is no other worthy to be classed with 
him. 
F o r centuries he has stood alone, 
and 
so it will be in the centuries to come. For cen- 
turies the Shakespearean has been the stand- 
ard of drama in every portion of the civilized 
grlobe. 
He was born in England, but he be- 
longs to no one country or age. 
The world 
claims' him. 
We 
all admire his works, 
and 
yet 


If Shakespeare were alive today; if he wer'i 
unknown; if none of his plays had been read 
or produced, what then? 


Would he have any trouble getting a man- 
ager to put on Hamlet, or Romeo and Juliet, 
or Julius Caesar, or Othello, or Twelfth Kight 
or Merchant of Venice? 


Or, If he had the money or backing to pro- 
duce the plays himself, would the public take 
to them? 


Think over these two queries. 
"Put a punch into it. 
Make it snappj'. The 
public wants excitement in big doses. Smash 'em 
between the eyes." 
These are the rules which 
govern 
the literature and drama of today. 
It 
Is the literature and drama which the public 
demands, 
and 
what 
the 
public 
demands 
it 
gets. 


There are producers perfectly willing to put 
on Shakespearean plays if the public will sup- 
port them. 
The producers are more than will- 
ing; for they don't have to pay any royalties 
on 
such 
productions 
and the royalty 
Is 
one 
of the largest expense items of the producer, 


S u t 
getting back to the ortginal query. 
If 
Shakespeare 
were alive today how would 
ho 
write his plays? There is little doubt but what 
he would be infliienced by the trend of modern 
literature. 
He couldn't help it. 
Therefore he 
would write in the vein of the present day, just 
as he wrote in the vein of his own day. 


But how would his characters be transformed 
into modern 
personages? 


Easy 
enough. 
You 
wiM find the 
prototype 
of "Julia," "Portia." "Viola." "Julius Caesar," 
"Desdemona," 
"lago"^ and hundreds of others 


a iiomeo to climb the garden wall to sigh un- 
der the balcony of his Juliet. 
In this 
mod- 
ern day if any young man were found sighing 
under a young lady's balcony window, 
espe- 
cially the window of a young lady to whom 
he had never been introduced, he would be ar- 
rested as a "Peeping Tom," and, if he 
told 
the truth, he would be sent to the observation 
ward of the City Hospital. 


But there are modern "Romeos" and "Juliets," 
although more conventional than 
the 
hapless 
pair of Verona some hundreds of years past. 
And if Shakespeare were living today he would 
know just what to do with them. 


Instead 
of 
listening 
from 
a 
balcony 
to 
"Romeo's" 
sighing, 
the 
fair 
"Juliet" 
would 
slip out some evening and go joy riding with 
him, or she would meet him at the corner drug 
store or cafe and eat ice crcam or drink wine. 
If she were as unconventional as the lass of 
Verona 
her 
father 
probably 
%vould 
complain 
to the excise commissioner that his daughter, 
16, had 
been 
frequenting cafes. 
Her 
father 
would be a powerful politician and would have 
influence enough to close the cafe which sold 
drinks to his daughter. 
The affair would get 
In the papers and create considerable scandal. 


This would be the natural trend of events as 
far as the real "Juliet" were concerned, but th» 
modern 
"Juliet" 
would 
act 
differently. 
She 
wouldn't be near so unconventional as "Juliet 
Capulet." 
She might 
go joyriding 
and 
she 
might slip away some afternoon and go to a 
suburban town with "Romeo" and be marrie-1 
secretly. 
But there'd be no sleeping 
potions 
or stuff like that, and the play 
would 
end 
happily. 
"Romeo" and "Paris" might have a 
fist fight over "Juliet," but it wouldn't be over 
her 
dead 
body. 
Modern 
sweethearts 
believe 
there are plenty of others, as evidenced by tho 
divorce courts. 
It was 
considered 
eminently 
proper in Shakespeare's time for various noble 
families and their followers to get out in tho 
streets and 
fight, but now our best familie.^ 
are not supposed to do this. 
There would have 
to be considerable changes made In the plot 
of tho lovers of Verona, but It could bo done 
easily. 


And how about the Merchant of Venice? The 
modern "Shylock" would absolutely refuse to 
be made 
the 
goat. 
You 
wouldn't 
find 
him 
tottering out of the courtroom, a broken man. 
The modern "Shylock" would appeal the case 
and he would have a score of reasons for the 
appeal. 
The judge wasn't properly 
qualified: 
the judge Mas prejudiced, which could be easilv 
proven, and the judge wa.s a woman. 
These 
are only a few of the crrounds for an appeal. 


And then there would have to bo numerous 
other 
changes 
in 
this 
delightful 
play. 
For 
Instance, "Bassanio," in modern life, would bo 
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The modern Shylock would calmly inform Judge Portia that he would appeal the case." 


within a dozen 
blocks oi where you 
reside. 
True, It is, you might not recognize them at 
first 
In their modern clothes and In modern 
settings. 
The people of this century are the 
same as thos» of Shakespeare's time, with few 
differences. 
In former days they did not sup- 
press their feelings and 
emotions as we do 
now. 


Then It was' very lover-like and romantic for 


an undisguised fortune hunter. 
We have for- 
tune hunters in high society, but they are not 
as frank concerning their intentions as 
they 
were In Shakespearean 
days. 


Then fortune hunting was eminently respect- 
able and indulged In openly by the best peo- 
ple. 
Now it is an eminently respectable pur- 
suit, but one Is not supposed to announce that 
he" is going to court a young woman he has 


never seen, but Is after her on kccount of her 
money. 
Such language today would be very 
coarse, to say the least. 


"Portia" 
might 
become 
engaged 
to 
"Bas- 
sanio" in the modern version, and then when 
she learned he was only after her fortune she 
would probably transfer lier wealth and'^af- 
fections to "Antonio," who up to tha last act 
plays the part of the goat. 


"Fair Vioia would wandei 
into some cafe for a little 
refreshment and suddenly 
become aware of a husky 
bluecoat. 


"Portia" would be a suffragette. 
Also a col- 
lege girl, and she would have her degree. She 
would 
make formal application 
to 
bccome 
member of the bar association, and the b. a. 
would firmlj', and politelj", tell her there 
was 
no chance. 
"Portia," one cannot 
help 
fear- 
ing. would stir up all sorts of trouble in mod- 
ern surroundings. 
You and I have both seen 
her prototype on numerous occasions. 


"llamlet" 
and 
"Desdemona"? 
Well, 
they 
wouUUrt 
have 
much 
chance 
today. 
Even 
Shakespeare 
would 
have trouble titting 
them 
in a modern setting. 
Both of them would be 
sent by their folks to some nice, quiet 
retreat 
in the country, where the handsome 
groundi 
are surrounded by high walls and there 
are 
iron bars on the windows. 
There is no plac»i 
for either in the modern 
drama un4ess 
they 
are used as minor characters in some roaring 
farce or slap-sticks burlesque show. 


There are prototype.s of the 
ailventuresomo 
"Viola" in everyday 
life, but the bard him- 
self would have trouble placing her in a high- 
class drama. 
She belongs to the days of the 
10-20-50 thriller, in which the heroine or tho 
Eoubretto 
dons 
male 
attire, 
either 
through 
choice or force, and must pa.^s as a man. She 
never looks like a man and 
never even 
re- 
sembles the male species, but nevertheless she 
dons stylish male clothes ana has all sorts of 
romantic 
adventures and generally has as 
a 
friend some man she falls In love with, who 
is very 
much surprised 
when 
h" ¡s told. In 
tho last act, his boyish-looking companion 
Is 
reallj' a girl. 


In the modern 
high-class 
drama 
the 
audi- 
ence, quite accustomed 
to the erotic 
drama, 
might have its suspicions, but in the 10-20-S0 
drama 
tho 
audience is more wholesome 
atid 
it knows very well the "nero isn't wise 
until 
he is told, or rather until he sees his erstwhila 
boyish companion clad in a stylish pink satin 
dress 
and 
diamond 
necklace. 
• 


The fair "Viola," set down in a modern city, 
couldn't long escape the keen scrutiny of tha 
metropolitan 
police. 
She would 
wander 
Into 
some cafe for a 
little refreshment and 
then 
suddenly she would become aware of tlie law, 
the mighty law. In the person of a husky blue- 
coat, who brusquely takes down her name and 
address for future reference. 


"Othello"? 
"Say," 
observes 
the 
theatrical 
manager to the barS after he has perused a 
modern version of the play, "wo don't want 
to stir up iny racial riots. 
This whole play Is 
an argument for segregation, as I see it. 
It 
might take in some places If you had 
Jack 
Johnson 
playing 
the leading part—but, 
good 
night!" 


And, frankly, there wouldn't be much chance 
for "Othello" and the gentle "Desdemona." 


"Julius Caesar" would go fine. 
Shakespeare 
could write a great modem political play on 
this theme. 
There have been political 
plays 
and plays of politics, and they have been great 
money getters, but Julius Caesar Is the father 
®f them all. The knifing of a politician by other 
politicians ia as old as politics Itself, and the 
sleek 
"Brutus." 
the 
smooth 
"Antony," 
tho 
envious 
"Casca," the 
wolfish "Casslus" 
and 
the man who has served his country and then 
broken Into politics, all are familiar to 
the 
people of «11 times and countries. 


The Tempest would make a nice spectacular 
fairy' play for the children, with all sorts of 
electrical effects and a lot of pretty girls, gro- 
tesque comedians and topical 
songs. 


The Merry Wives of Windsor would be re- 
written for some heavy-weight comedian and 
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"Romeo and Juliet would be joy-riders." 


would be a rip-roaring farce with few changes 
except in the text. 


The modern version of Measure for Measure 
would take among that class of patrons of the 
theaters who 
don't 
care how 
strong 
their 
drama Is served up. 


The Taming of tho Shrew in modern sur- 
roundings would take well, especially with tho 
male part of tho audience. 
But there would 
have to be numerous changes; because the the- 
ater caters more to the female of the species 
than the male. "Petruchlo" Is a sort of "rough 
neck," and I think tho way Shakespeare would 
treat the theme in a modern way would be 
for "Katharine" to tame him and administer 
a sort of veneer of civilization to her rip-roar- 
inir mate. 
That would {trobably catch the fancy 


of the women. 


"Rosalind" was a rather romantic girl, but 
she always appeared 
to have more 
common 
sense than the other Shakespearean lassies who 
took to men's clothes. 
In the modern version 
she and "Celia". would probably go out West

Meat Hard to Obtain Now in 
Germany for First Time 
Since War Began. 
GRAIN OUTLOOK IN 


EMPIRE EXCELLENT 
Berlin Letter Summarizes 
Food Situation in Its 
Various Phases. 


Berlin, May 
16.—(Correspondence 
of 
The Associated 
Press).—tor 
the 
first 
time since the outbreak of 
the 
war, 
meat is hard to obtain in the capital 
and larger cities of the German empire. 
"Meat lines" have grown as long as 
the "butter and milk lines" and those 
forming them must sometimes wait for 
hours before they can procure the quota 
allotted by their cards. 


Responsible for this condition are tho 
heavy demands made upon the 
meat 
supply by the army, an almost 
total 
cessation of imports, and the 
govern- 
ment's new policy of discouraging 
the 
slaughtering 
of 
meat 
animals 
before 
fattening has given them their maximum 
butcher weight^. 
Cattle owners have re- 
cently shown a tendency to keep stock 
from the market because the maximum 
price arrangement has left them littlo 
profit. 
On the necessity of feeding meat 
animals to the limit of meat and fat 
production the government and owners 
of stock are one. 
Both say that a chock 
in butchering now will add in about 3 
months from 20 to 25 per cent to the 
available meat supply. 
A fine stand of 
grass on meadow and pasture and tlio 
arrival of more Indian corn from Rou- 
mania are counted upon to produce this 
improvement, 


. Pork Production Outlook. 


Prospects for a good pork production 
are said to be excellent. 
Last fall the 
lork was poor in quality and quantity, 
n the winter of 
1914-15 the govern- 
ment, realizing that there would be a 
shortage in foodstuffs, advised that all 
pigs in good condition be slaughtered 
and their 
meat preserved. 
This 
was 
done, but in many cases the meat wa.s 
so poorly cured, owing to a lack of com- 
petent help, that it spoiled by the thou- 
sand of tons. 
Since then an effort has 
been made to bring back the pork pro- 
duction to something approacliing nor- 
mal proportions. 


The question now is whether it will 
be possible to obtain the food stuffs 
hecessary to bring this year's animals 
to a good weight. 
A good potato cro]) 
would greatly facilitate this as would 
also more Indian corn from Roumania, 
which it is believed 
can be 
obtained. 
While this year's corn crop would hard- 
ly influence the pork situation in Ger- 
many it is the intention to give all of 
the present purchases to pork producers 
and distribute the new contracts among 
otlitr stock owners. 


There has been a slight improvement 
in the milk and butter situation but it 
is considered out of the question that 
these articles again will be easily ob- 
tainable until several months after the 
var. 
Eggs have been rather plentiful 
this season, in many cases they have 
been the principal food item. 
Fish also 
ie easily obtained, though a lack of fat 
has robbed many of the dishes prepared 
with them of much nutriment. 


Grain Prospects Good. 


The one bright ray in Germany's na- 
tional cupboard is the 
fact 
that 
the 
grain prospects for the present year are 
exceedingly 
good. 
Rye 
and 
winter 
wheat are well advanced and the spring 
crops have been favored by timely rains 
and an early season. 
It is said there is 
enough rain in the ground to mature the 
winter crops and that but little more 
moisture is needed for the spring cereals. 


Potatoes have been planted early and 
as yet little can be said on the crop 
outlook.

county jail at Wheaton, Illinois..it was 
necessary to have several guards

I sat in a great theater at the na-

It was thronged w-ith 
youth and beauty, old age and wisdom. 
1 saw a man, the image

God, 
Etand upon the stage and I heard him 
speak. 


His gestures were perfection of grace, 
his voice was music, and his language 
was more beautiful than

ever heard from mortal lips. 
He painted 
picture after picture of 
the 
pleasures 
and joys and eympaithies of It^me. 
He 
enthroned love, and preached the gos- 
pel of humanity like an angel—then I 
saw him dip his brush in the ink of 
moral blanckness and blot the beautiful 
|B*5tuTes he had painted. 
I saw

elab love dead at his feet. 
I saw him 
blot out the stars and the sun and leave 
humanity and the universe in eternal 
darkness ajid eternal death. 
I saw him, 
like the serpent of old; \worm himself 
into the paradise <Jf human hearts and 
by his seductive eloquence and

devices and sophistry 
inject his fatal

shine Was darkened and its soul was left 
% desert waste,-with only the new-made 
frav«fs of faith and hope.

saw him, 
like a lawless 
erratic 
wetcor without an orbft, sweep acrodw 


the intellectual 
sky, 
brilliant only 
in 
its 
self-consuming fire generated 
by 
friction with the indestructible and eter- 
nal truths of God. 


That man was the archangel of mod- 
ern infidelity, and I said, how true is 
the holy writ which declared: 
"The fool 
hath said in his heart, there is no God." 


Tell me not. Oh, infidel, there is no 
God! no heaven, no hell. 
Tell me not, 
Oh, infidel, there is no risen 
Christ! 
What intelligence less than God's could 
fashion the human body? 
What motive 
power is it if not God, that drives the 
throbbing engine of the human 
heart 
with ceaseless, tireless stroke, 
sending 
crimson streams of life bounding and 
circling through every vein and artery? 


Whence, and if not from God, is this 
mystery we call mind? 
What is it that 
thinks, and feels, and knows, and acts? 
Oh, who can 
deny the divinity 
stirs 
within us? 
God is everywhere and in 
everything.

bud and blossom, and leaf, and tree; in 
every rook, and hill, and vale, and moun- 
tain; in every spring, and rivulet and 
river.

'The rustle of His wings in His every 
zephyr;

The heavens above us teem with His 
myriads of shining witnesses, the uni- 
verse of solar 8yster?s whose wheeling 
orbs course through the crystal path's of 
space, proclaim through the dread haUsi 
of eternity, the glory, and power,' and

the all-wise, 
omnipotent 


and eternal God/' 


on the outside. 
I offemed a prayer to 
God, and after that I asked him to fol- 
low me in a simple prayer, which he 
did. 
After the prayer was finished, he 
said, "While you 
were 
saying 
that 
beautiful prayer, words which I could 
not use, for I had only been used 
to 
"^swear' words, all I could say to God 
was, 'God help a crook like me, as you 
helped the thief on the cross.' 
I felt 
forty pounds lighter after I had offered 
that prayer. 
I felt as if the cell floor 
went from underneath mè, but the bur- 
den had rolled off me, and I felt like a 
different man." 


I then said, "Now, Spencer, you are 
a child of God, and I am going to show 
you by what authority I dare say this 
to you." 
I took from my muff a New 
Testament and asked him if he would 
like to see in print just what I had 
been telling him. 


He said, very 
eagerly, "Oh, yes, I 
would. 
Have 
you got it? 
Can 
you 
show it t ome?" 


I said, "Yes," and opening my Testa- 
ment read John 1:12, 1 John 1:9, and 
John 3:16. 


After I had read John 3:16, he said, 
"Oh, I have seen that passage on 
a 
'sign' some place. 
Let me read it for 
myself." 


I handed him the Testament, and as 
he read it, I told hira to make the prom- 
ise of the verse his own. 


After a little further instruction, I 
said, "Now, Spencer, .you are here in 
the jail, and Satan Ts not going to let 
you go readily, nor without a struggle. 
He will tempt you in a different way 
from what he has done before. 
He will 
not ask you to go out and do the mean 
things you used to do, for he knows 
you are behind prison bars and cannot, 
but he will tempt you in a different 
way. 
I am going to tell you now what 
these temptations will be, so that when 
the.y do come, you will remember that 1 
told you of them. 
He is going to tell 
you that you are too great a sinner to 
be saved, and that God has not forgiven 
you.

very likely see scorn 
and questioning as to

your 
conversion, on the faces of the 
people passing your cell. 
Even 
some 
professing Christians will express their 
doubt that you have been saved. 
This 
temptation will probably be the hardest 
of all "that you have ever had. 
But 
when this comes up, I want you to be 
able to put your finger on these pas- 
sages and continually say, 'I came to 
thee, O God, and féally confessed my 
sin. 
Thou hast told me that if I con- 
fess ray sin. Thou wilt forgive'me. Thou 
hast said if I receive Jesus as my Sav- 
iour, and now I dare to claim the prom- 
ise of forgiveness and sonship, because 
Thou dost say so in these verses." 


Before leaving him, I said to him, "J 
am going to give you this Testament. 1 
want you to read the Gospel of John, 
especially." 


I said, "May I come again to speak 
to you?" 
« 


He said, "Y^es, please do, come tomor- 
rowi come at about the same hour." 
Studying the Bible, 


I went to thè jail tlie next day rather 
anxioiis to know how I would find Spen-. 
cer. 
But as I came up :to his cell, he 
greetéd me with these words: 
"Good 
morning, I am twenty-foUr hours old." 
I said, "What do you mean?" 
He said, "I read in the third chapter 
of John about the new birth, about Nic-; 
odemus coming to Christ. 
I was born 
again yesterday morning. 
Until then 
bad been dead; now I :am alive and am 
twenty-four ' hours old." 


I said, "You surely are, Spencer, thank 
God for it." 
• Then he said, "Qh, Mrs. Evans, I ha,v«; 


tried ^ o hard to memorize John 3:16, 
and at last I have got it." 


And with the joy of a little child, he 
handed me the Testament, for fear that 
I would not know whether he quoted it 
right or not, and said, "Here is the Tes- 
tament. 
You see if I am repeating it 
right." 


He quoted John 3:16, 
hesitatingly, 
but joyously 
and correctly, and 
said, 
"There, I have walked the cell for hours 
to get that verse, and I have got it at 
last." 
I talked to him again of God's 
goodness and pardoning grace. 


Growth in Grace. 


It was really wonderful to note, from 
day to day, the marvelous growth 
in 
grace this man made and his literally 
devouring passion for the study of the 
Bible. 


This growth in grace, change in char- 
acter, and love of the Bible was notice- 
able to all those who came in contact 
with Spencer. 
When I again visited the 
prison, I said to the guard, "How is 
Spencer today?" 


He replied, "Why, Mrs. Evans, it 
is 
simply wonderful! 
I am a m a z e d — c a n - 
not believe that he is the same man, he 
is so quiet and changed. 
There surely 
is a transformation in this man I can- 
not account for." 


I said, "That is true, and I can ac- 
count for it. 
The Lord has 
forgiven 
Spencer, and he has become a Christian." 


The guard said, "Well, I believe he is 
a Christian; I believe there is a change 
in Inm which I do not understand. 
But 
there is one thing, Mrs. Evans, that Ï 
want to say. 
There is one thing tha* 
he must give up or put out of his ccll, 
if he is a Christian, and that is some 
sheet music he has in there. 
He has a 
piece of music that is not fit for one 
who claims to be a child of God 
to 
have." 


I said, "Well, God is taking care of 
Spencer. 
As he gets more 
light'from 
God he will have house cleaning in his 
cell. 
We need not fear about that." 


I then left the guard and went up 
stairs to the cell. 
I had been there but 
il few moments 
when 
Spencer 
said, 
Mrs. Ev4ins, there is something I want 
you to give me light on. 
There are 
three pieces of music in my cell, and 
one of them I do not feel right about." 


I said, "Let me see the musie." 
He showed them to me and said, "I 
do not feel right about this last one." 


'Well," I said, after 
looking 
them 
over, "this 
piece 
entiled 
'The 
Devil's 
Ball,' is surely vile, and I am surprised 
that such words are allowed 
to 
bë 
printed. 
I am glad you do not want 
to keep it any longer." 


He then said he was going to burn it, 
but I asked him to give it. to me. 
He 
handed it over to me and said, "Now I 
feel better that it is out of my, cell." 


As I have said, the change in Spen- 
cer's life was noticed by others out- 
side, as well as inside the jail. 
"The edi- 
tor of the Wheaton- Pregressive, under 
date of June 26, 1014, gives the result 
of his interview with Spencer, as fol- 
lows : 


' 'Jesus help a crook like me, was the 
prayer utterèd with a weak, stammering 
voice—almost a gasp—by Henry Spen- 
cer, that he claims transformed his life; 
brought peace ifito his soul; 
nhangjed 
hàtiî into love; beastly lust into clean, 
whrleso^ine desire, and made his cell a 
paifldise instead of a prison. 


Spencer Changed Man.

Judge McKenzie Cleland. of Chicago, 
author of the mother's 
pension 
bill, 
made the following remarks concerning 
Spencer's conversion at 
a 
chautauquç 
in Aurora, Illinois: 


"If all the people within a radius of 
twenty-five miles of Wheaton had lived 
such a consistent Christian life during 
the last eight months as Henry Spencer 
did, we shtitild have had such a revival 
here as tlie world never saw before. 
He 
lived in the Wheaton jail the most con- 
sistent life that a man could and did 
all the good that was in his power. Af- 
ter IVIrs. Evans went to him with her 
message of Christianity he became a 
quiet Christian 
gentleman and 
never 
spoke a hard word against any one. 


"Henry Spencer never had a show on 
earth and you know it. 
The state had 
had its way with this bov for the last 
twenty veàrs and if he was a failure 
the state was at fault. 
He was left 
an 
orphan when 
a small child. 
His 
father, his step-mother, his brother an(f 
his sister 
had all committed 
suicide. 
He was left to the care of the state. 
What did it do? 
It arrested him, and 
arrested hira again. 
It never sent him 
to school a day in his life. 


"When he was sixteen he was arrested 
as the ringleader of a gang which had 
stolen a suit of clothes left on the beacli 
of 
Lake 
Michigan 
by 
a 
bather 
and sold it for a nickel. 
He was sent 
to the penitentiary for ten years. 
When 
he came out his record was bad and he 
had no reputation. 
He didn't have a rel- 
ative or a friend in the world. 
He was 
about thirty-two years of age when he 
died, aiid he had spent sixtéen of th .'.-^o 
years in >'iil 


"No wo'.ider that he decided that his 
life was hopeless, 
and 
asked to be 
hanged. 


"Spencer had given up smoking 
be- 
cause he did not think it consistent with 
his Christian life. 
And \^-hile he was 
taking the sacrament in his cell with 
Dr. and .^Irs. Evans on the morning of 
his death, a Chicago newspaper reporter 
was putting the-story on the wire that 
Spencer ros'-i, rolled a cigarette, and said, 
'Bôys, we're going to .have a hell of a 
necktie party this morning.' 
And that 
story, falèe as it was, went out and was 
read by thousands of people." 


Two Reprieves Granted. 


On December 18, 1913, Henry Spencer 
was gr^anted a reprieve until January 
16, 1014. Another stay Avas granted un- 
til July 31, 1914. 
These two reprieves 
are mentioned here because tkey jjlay 
an important part in the life of this 
prisonen 
They>-gave tho^e who knew 
him- an occasion to perceive his atti- 
tude towards death and the future life, 
and also gave all those who came to 
see him in his cell, the opportunity of 
noting the great change in his life and 
his marked growth- in grace.

That sickness is the first step leading 
to dependency and the primary cause of 
poverty 
is shown by an 
investigatioi^*^ 
recently conducted by the Russell^ Sage 
foundation in New York city. 
-- t 
The investigation 
was made among 
wage earners and charity organizations 
with a view to knowing how frequently 
sickness is encountered as a factot In 
dependency. 


It was found that more than 35-per 
cent, of those in need of aid had beM 
brought to. their position through sick- 
ness or the responsibility for sickness.- 
Another important fact revealed was 
that most of the cases studied belonged 
to the lower branches of labor and that 
they were either 
for 
the 
reason thirt 
physical or mental 
deterioration 
iratf 
followed past illness. 
5 


In 
other words sickness was 
found 
to be a factor producing a IOAV grade of 
labor as well as dependency. 


Of the 687 cases of sickness studied, 
two-thirds were found at the time of 
the investigation to have been sick more 
than half a year, and the physician es- 
timated 
that 
295 cases were 
chronic, 
while 881 Avere-likely to become pro- 
gressively worse. 


That the prevention of sickness is th<5 
most effective blow against poverty and 
dependency is the recommendation made 
by the committee making the investi- 
gation.

faith that had become his during

past few weeks had brought such peace 
to him that but one thought possessed 
him, and that was to leave this world 
and enter into the future life of blessed 
ness, which ho believed he would do. see- 
ing he had been forgiven by God. 
Never 
once did he show any interest at all in 
thé eft'orts of his attorneys to secure a 
new trial or reprieve for him. 


Anxious to 
Die. 


Spencer was never so happy as when 
he was near the date of his hanging. If 
there was ever the slightest shadow of 
disappointment on his face, it was when 
ho got his reprieves. 
When I used to 
Jisk him, "Do you really mean to say 
that you are anxious to go and leave 
this world?" he would say, "Yes, mother, 
this life is nothing to me. 
It has meant 
nothing but sin and shame. I never had 
a friend nor any one to take an intere.st 
in me or to say a kind word to me until 
you came to this prison to talk to me. 
I am anxious to see God and see 
the 
Saviour Who died for me. When I think 
of Him and His love for such 
sinner 
as I am, I feel I can hardly wait to 
go." 


The anticipation and joy of his going 
was simply wonderful. I have seen peo- 
ple make preparations to go on a pleas- 
ure trip. 
I have seen the joy of antici- 
pation on the part of those going to 
visit their own homestead. 
But I have 
never seen a joy such as this man had 
in the anticipation of leaving this world. 
As he would look over the things that 
he would wear on the scaffold, he would 
smooth them out and look at them as 
a bride would look at her outfit. 


He was especially" fond of that hymn, 
' W e 
Shall See the King Some 
l ^ y . ' 
During the week of the date of 
his 
hanging, he would change the words of 
the hymn to read, "I shall see the King 
Friday." 
When Friday actually 
came, 
he sang, "I Shall See the King Today." 


Wlien they were putting up the scaf- 
fold, and tlfe sotmd of the hammer would 
be so loud that we could scarcely heat 
ourselves read and pray, he would say 
at my remarls, about the awfulness of 
the sound: 


"Why, mother, do not worry. 
They 
never, did a greater thing for me than 
putting up that scaffold. 
It will only 
be a-tmoment. and I shall be at home 
with God. 
Think what this means to 
me to" be able to leave this world that 
has meant nothing but sin and shame 
and hard fighting, to bo with God. You 
ought to be thankful all your life that 
you made the biggest crook that ever 
lived, love Jesus. 
I can hardly wait the 
day when I shall look for you and other 
Christian friends at the Heavenly gate. 
I .shall teU: Jesus all about you and^haw^eliitie,' 


you tried to lead me and the other poor 
prisoners to Him." 


Sunshine in the Soul. 


To a reporter who expressed 
regret 
that lie (Spencer) 
"could not get .,out 
into tke sun today,"' he replied, "There 
is sun in my heart and there is sun in 
ray soul. 
It prevents the fear of death 
and 
the fear of 
what 
is beyond. 
'I 
know that there is forgiveness for me 
because I have come to know the blessfl^" 
ne.^s of faith. 
I wish now that my case 
would be allowed to remain as it is. 
I 
am to die. 
Why don't they let the oc- 
casion come quietly without any mort!

I am so willing to die, I 
am almo.st eager to go."' 


He was an inveterate student of the 
Word.

out the Bible. He was gifted with a Re-

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LEOPARD MOTH; A DANGEROUS INSECT PEST 
I- 
» 


Measures By Which Shade Trees May Be Protected Against This Destruo 
tive Insect Enetny Should Be Employed Promptly and Thoroughly. 


The injection of bisulphld of carbon 
Into the burrows of the leopard moth 
and the cutting off and destroying of 
affected branches are 
recommended 
as the most effective measures for 
getting rid of this pest. 
The insect 
feeds on the wood of a large number 
of shade trees and shrubs and does 
much damage along the Atlantic sea- 
board 
between 
Massachusetts 
and 
New Jersey and in the Hud on River 
Valley. 
In the caterpillar, or larva 
stage, the leopard moth eats into the 
tree upon which It feeds and not only 
checks its growth but so weakens It 
that it is often broken by heavy wind- 
storms. 


The presence of the pest is indi- 
cated 
by 
the 
wilting 
of 
twigs 
or 
branches 
and 
by accumulations 
of 
eawdust-like castings at the entrance 
of the burrows. 
The discovery of 
this 
evidence 
should 
be 
followed 
promptly by the pruning away of all 
the smaller injured twigs or branches. 
The larger ones may be cut back be- 
hind the injury and the stubs covered 
with grafting wax to prevent the en- 
trance of other insects. 
All thie wood 
that has been cut away should be 
promptly burned, in order to destroy 
the caterpillars within. 
This precau- 
tion also should be followed with all 
branches 
that 
have 
fallen 
to 
the 
ground after windstorms. 
Wherever 
the trees are so badly injured that 
there is little hope of their recovery. 
It 
is beet 
to 
take 
them 
out 
and 
promptly destroy them. 
In the case 
of trees which are only slightly af- 
fected, and especially in the case of 
large and valuable trees, bisulphid of 
carbon can be used effectively. 
It is 
injected into the openings of the bur- 
rows with a long-Bpouted oil can or a 
glass syringe, and the openings are 
closed immediately afterwards, prefer- 
ably with grafting wax. 


Carbon bisulphid must be bandied 
with care, and precautions taken to 
avoid danger from fire and the in- 
haling of fumes. 
This means 
that 
the operator should not smoke while 
at work. 
On the other hand, there 
need be no fear of the liquid damag- 
ing the hands. 


The leopard moth in its adult form 
has a spotted appearance, the semi- 
transparent white wings being thickly 
dotted 
ith blac kish, dark blue, or 
greenisl) .spots. • Tlirre arp al.so large 
black S!>ots (in th^ ihora.x and dark 
cross bands on tiie white nhdonien. 
The mutli l:'.\s its e^ivs, either singly 
or in 
gri>ups. 
durin" 
the 
summer, 
usually pole I tiii.c; rrc\ice.s in the rough 
bark of trr"s- as a convenient place 
to depM.sit them. 
The larvae or cat- 
erpillars h.itfh about 
10 days after- 
wards and at nn<'r ponotrate the liv- 
ing wood. 
As the\' ffr-d, they burrow 
tunnel.s 
whicli 
frr-qucntly 
encircle 
comjiletely the tree oi- branch. 
When 
the larva has K^own ttm lar.qe for the 
branch in whii 
ii is fcedinur. it crawls 
out and mo\er~ to (jnr iiioj-.i .suitable. 


As the Insect remains In the larva 
stage, feeding In this way, for nearly 
two years, it is capable of doing a 
great deal of damage before it trans- 
forms to the pupa or chrysalis stage. 
This it does In May or later, and some 
time between May and the end of 
September it emerges as an adult or 
moth. 


Damage by this borer In large parks 
is often so severe as to render it 
necessai-y to establish a system of In- 
spection. 
Wherever possible the bi- 
sulphid of 
carbon should 
be 
used. 
Care should also be taken to see that 
the Insect is not allowed to breed in 
growth that is near valuable trees. 
The use of fertilizers will strengthen 
the trees to withstand the attacks of 
this and other insects. 


The protected and concealed man- 
ner of life of this borer, which will 
apply in the main to borers in general, 
renders it very difficult of treatment 
by means of insecticides or other di- 
rect measures. 
The most efficacious 
remedial measure consists in cutting 
off and destroying affected branches 
and in the injection of bisulphid of 
carbon 
into the 
holes 
or 
burrows 
where the larvae are at work. 


Twigs or branches which, by their 
wilting or by the presence of bur- 
rows showing accumulations of frass 
or sawdust-like castings at their en- 
trances, indicate the presence of this 
borer should be carefully 
searched 
out, the smaller ones pruned away 
and the larger ones cut back, and the 
amputated portions promptly burned. 
The stubs should be coated, prefer- 
ably with grafting wax, to prevent 


the entrance of other Insects or the 
spores of decay-producing fung^i, al- 
though coal-tar preparations contain- 
ing mineral substances are in some- 
what general use for this purpose. 
After 
w i n d s t o r m s 
the 
affected 
branches which have fallen to the 
ground and those which remain at- 
tached to the tree should be collected 
and burned. 
Wherever trees show 
that they are past recovery it is best 
to take them out and promptly de- 
stroy them. 
The word "promptly" is 
used advisedly, since this insect, as 
previously stated, frequently migrates 
from one twig or branch to another. 


In the case of young and rare trees 
and others which show only a few 
larval burrows In the bark, bisulphid 
of carbon is the best remedy and one 
which has been in general use against 
the present species in the public parks 
of New York City. 
It is injected into 
the openings of the burrows, and the 
openings are immediately afterwards 
closed with various substances. 
For 
this 
injection 
a 
mechanic's 
long- 
spouted oil can of small size may be 
used on large trees, but against a 
related species the writers have made 
very good use of a small glass syringe, 
such as may be purchased at drug 
stores for about 10 cents. 
These glass 
syringes are most serviceable, because 
the exact amount of bisulphid may be 
seen when drawn Into the syringe and 
because there is no threading to be 
injured by the reagent. Metal syringes 
may also be used, but it is more diffi- 
cult to measure the exact amount, and 
the bisulphid aots on the leather pack- 
ing. 
Rubber syringes are not service-

able because of rapid corrosion. About 
a teaspoonful of the liquid bisulphid 
is sufficient for each burrow. 


For stopping the holes after inject- 
ing the liquid, putty and moist clay, 
advised by some, have been found 
practically useless. 
Grafting wax, on 
the other hand, gives perfect satis- 
faction. 
Coal tar is less advisable but 
may be substituted for the latter, or 
the holes may be closed by Inserting 
a wooden plug and breaking or saw- 
ing it off even with the trunk. 
In 
any case the stopper should be tight, 
to exclude water from rains, whi-h 
might tend to produce decomposition 
of the surrounding wood or Invite the 
entrance of other insects, like carpen- 
ter and 
other ants and 
secondary 
borers, 
of 
which 
there 
are 
many 
species, and Injurious fungi. 


It is possible to reach and destroy 
many larvae by forcing a copper or 
bther pliable wire into the channc'.s. 
This is a well-known borer remedy. 
It is Impossible, 
hotvever, 
by 
this 
means to kill the insects in all cases, 
owing to the length or crookedness 
of the burrows. 
Bisulphid of carbon 
should then be used. 


To what extent electric or other 
bright lights are serviceable as an 
agency 
In 
the 
destruction 
of 
the 
moths of this borer has not been defi- 
nitely determined, but they possess a 
certain value. 
A method frequently 
advised consists In placing shallow 
pans around electric-light poles in and 
about 
parks to attract the 
moths. 
The 
pans are 
partially 
filled 
with 
water, and a small quantity of kero- 
sene is poured into them. 
The moths 
flying against the globes drop Into 
the 
pans and are 
promptly 
killed 
when they come in contact with the 
oil. 
In this way many males can be 
destroyed.

tree that call be pfolpagated teadily 
by grafting. 
It Is used ^more often 
with the apple than any other fruit, 
but pear tfeeS often ttfe tfettted In 
this way, especially 1« certain eec- 
tlons. 
There seems to be fto reason 
why the method should ttOt also be 
successful 
on 
piumg 
and 
cherrie«. 
Peaches, however, graft less readily 
and there inay be some question as to 
the usefulness of the method ill the 
case of this fruit. 


Mechanical injuries which may be

Implements carelessly used. 
VarioUi 
diseases, Such as pear blight, 
also 
cause local injuries which may call for 
bridge grafting. 
The trutikg of peftf 
trees are not infrequently completely 
girdled and 
killed 
by pear 
blight. 
Bridge grafting. If done in time, how- 
ever, may save the tree. 
The methed 
also is useful when large areas ©f 
bark have been killed by sun flcald 
or other troubles. 
Protection of trees 
against rabbits and mice attd disease 
is, of course, better than having to 
bridge graft to overcome damage. 


To 
be 
effective, 
bridge 
grafting 
should be done in the spring before 
growth starts, though sometimes it 
can be done after growth starts if 
dormant scions for the purpose can 
be secured. 


Prepare the wound in the tree by 
; cutting away ail dead tissue and thor- 
oughly cleansing the injured parts. 


it possible, sterilize by washing with, 
a solution of bichloride of mercury, 
copper sulphate, or some other anti- 
septic. 
The Irregular edges of 
the 
bark 
above 
the 
girdled 
tract 
or 
wound should be cut back into an 
even 
edge, 
far 
enough 
from 
the 
wound to make certain that healthy 
cambium is under the bark. 


f o r the grafting, select ecions from 
wood of the previous season's growth, 
either branches which grew the pre- 
ceding season or water sprouts that 
are only a year old. The scions should 
be a little longer than the space which 
Is to be bridged, so they will arch 
slightly over the central part of the 
wound. 


Bevel the scions at each end on 
the same side of the scion with a 
long sloping, cut so that the wedge- 
shaped 
ends 
thus 
formed 
will 
be 
relatively thin and permit their being 
thrust well under the bark 
without 
danger of separating it unduly from 
the cambium at the points of inser- 
tion. 
The placing of the scions will 
be facilitated if the bark Kt the mar- 
gins of the wound Is slit for a short 
distance at the points where the ends 
are to be Inserted. 


In placing the scions it Is of the 
greatest Importance that the cambium 
of the scions which is exposed in the 
sloping cuts at the ends be brought 
into intimate contact with the cam- 
bium that lies under the bark at the 
margins of the wounded area. 
The 
union of scion and tree can 
occur 
only where the cambium 
layers of 
the two come together. 
The scions 
may be secured In their proper posi- 
tions, if need be, by driving a small 
nail through each end Into the trunk.

r^'ING THE RASPBERRY 


The prunin^r of the red raspl^eri^y 
Will 
be 
better 
understood 
if 
the 
pruner knows the habit of growtln of 
the plant. 
A new cane springs up;and 
develops during the summer; the next 
spring 
this 
cane 
tlirows 
out 
fruit 
clusters, 
bears fruit, and 
dies 
that 
year. 
The root is perennial and the 
cane is biennial. 
The object of "the

pruner then, should be: first, to re- 
move the old wood as soon as It dies 
in order to give the new wood room 
In which to grow; second, to secure, 
both by thinning and by heading-in, 
canes of sufficient vigor and develop- 
ment to produce the most and the 
largest fruit. 


There is a slight difference between 
the methods of pruning the red and 
the black raspberry, a variation due 


to different habits of growth. 
The 
canes 
of 
the 
black 
berry 
grow 
long and droop to the ground^ where- 
as the canes of the red raspberry are 
shorter and upright. 
Because of this 
long-growing and drooping habit of 
growth of the canes, growers pinch 
off the tips of the black raspberry in 
order to m.ake the canes branch. 
A 
branched cane is desired because it 
contains more fruit buds than does a 
straight cane. 


This work i.s done when the canes 
are twenty-four to thirty inches high. 
If it is done in time the tender tips 
may be pinched off with the fingers 
and the use of shears is not i-ecessary. 
The patch must be gone over more 
than once, since the canes will not 
all reach the desired height at the 
same time. 


Briefly summarized, the pruning of 
the 
black 
raspberry' is as 
follows: 
The old canes should be cut out and 
burned soon after fruiting. 
The new 
canes should be pinched back when 
twenty-four to thirty inches high, and 
thinned to not more than five or six 
canes to each crown. 
This pruning 


called summer pruning, and Is done 
in June or July. 
In the spring the 
lateral branches are cut back so that 
the remaining buds will develop into 
strong fruit clusters. 


Summer pruning of red raspberries 
is now the exception rather than the 
rule. 
Some growers do this work to 
secure a low-branching bush. 


The 
common 
practice 
in 
spring 
pruning of red raspberries Is to cut 
off the tips as early as possible, leav- 
ing the canes three or four feet high. 
A few growers perform this operation 
in autumn after the canes have ma- 
tured, but it is not the best time. 


How to Take Care 


of the Chicks 


IMPORTANCE OF PURE 
WATER. 


A large amount of water is needed 
by the average dairy cow for the up- 
keep of bodily functions. 
In addition 
to this, much more Is needed in the 
»r«a«cilon of milk as the latter con- 
miGS 87 per cent of water. 
Practical 
ficlrymen have found that It Is a good 
policy to provide the cow with plenty 
of good, clean water. 
That 
flowing 
through a muddy ditch is not suited 
for a dairy cow. 


It ie also Important that the .water 
be of a mild temperature, especially In 
cold weather. Ice water taken Into the 
stomach of the cow causes a shock to 
the system that is not conducive to 
high milk production. 
The tempering 
of this cold water In the cow uses some 
of the energy that might be applied to 
other purposes. 
In the winter, freshly 
pumped water is much better than the 
cold water in the tank. 
Tank heaters 
aid In overcoming this trouble. 
A cow 
will drink a much larger quantity of 
warm water in the winter time than of 
Ice water. 
•

HOW TO TIGHTEN 


WAGON SPOKES. 


Various 
methods 
of 
tightening 
wagon spokes have been used, but 
possibly the one described herewith 
is the quickest if not the best. 
If 
one Is on the road and has no tools 
at hand and a tire comes off or Is 
loose it Is always easy to find a small 
stick for a lever and a piece of leather 
can be cut from a part of the harness. 


A small stick Is placed against the 
hub for a fulcrum and a second stick 
Is used for a lever. 
The felloe Is 
.raised up off the spoke and a small piece 
of leather placed around the tennon 
and the felloe allowed to again drop 
back In place. 


This is repeated until the wheel Is 
tight. 
Wheels should be treated to a 
bath of hot oil twice or three times a 
year and they will last much longer. 


Without absolute 
cleanliness 
and 
plenty of sunshine it is impossible to 
obtain 
perfect 
success 
in 
raising 
young chickens. 
Cleanliness must be- 
gin before the young chicken leaves 
its nest. In fact It should begin with 
the making of the nest and the placing 
of the eggs therein. 


The 
nest 
boxes 
should 
be 
filled 
about 
two 
inches 
deep with 
loose 
earth or sod and new, clean straw 
should be used for the top 
filling. 
Before the hen Is allowed to sit on the 
eggs she should be thoroughly dusted 
with powder, care being taken that 
the powder reaches every portion of 
the body, particularly under the legs 
and wings. 
This process should be 
repeated every 10 daj's, the last dust- 
ing to be given Just before the chicks 
are to come out. 


As soon as the young chicks appear 
—before they are two days old—a 
tiny bit of vaseline should be rubbed 
with the finger on the head and under 
each wing. 
Care must b,e used not 
to smear them too much as it will 
work an injury to the tender chickens. 


Young chickens should never be al- 
lowed to run in an old yard, that Is, 
one that has not been 
thoroughly 
renovated either by growing a crop 
of grass, oats or rye, or one that has 
been thoroughly spaded up, raked and 
rolled down. 
Of course 
very 
few 
chicken raisers go to this trouble but 
nevertheless if one is to have perfect 
success this Is absolutely necessary. 


If young chickens have been treated 
as described above and are given the 
run of a clean yard and the oppor- 
tunity to get out into the garden and 
in the grass "they will not be troubled 
with gapes or vermin. 
When young 
chicks once become infested with lice 
It Is almost impossible to rid them of 
the pests. 
If the large head lice are 
allowed to get a start on young chick- 
ens they will kill them in a very short 
time. 


POWER SPRAYERS. 


The most economical way to use 
manure for potatoes, either rotted or 
fresh, is to apply it to some preceding 
crop. 
If the soil is poor, well-rotted 
manure may. safely be used Just prior 
to planting. 
Ordinarily, however, it 1» 
not a good practlca- 


For the orchardlst having five or 
more acres of bearing apple trees the 
power sprayer Is the most convenient 
and economical In that a large amount 
of work can be done with compara- 
tively few "hands," and at a 
time 
when 
the spraying should 
be 
per- 
formed. As an example, the arsenical 
spray for codling moth should be ap- 
plied during the few days about the 
time or immediately after the last of 
the petals have dropped from th* trees. 
A week later will not bo as effective, 
and deferring the time may result in 
failure to control the pest. 
Many 
large fruit growers use one 
power 
sprayer for each twenty-flve or thirty 
acres of bearing trees. 


A Garden Favorite 


One of the most effective and easily 
grown foliage plants for the lawn or 
border for shrubs Is the

border for tall growing cannas when 
edged with coleus or other low-grow- 
ing foliage plants. 
It will thrive in 
any ordinary garden soil, but to get 
the best results, plant in rich soil and 
give plenty of water. 


BE SURE TO PLANT 


SO»tE PRETTY \^NES. 


A sandy loam, well drained and 
watered, 
intensively 
cultivated, 
and 
supplied with a large quantity of well 
decomposed 
stable 
manure, 
should 
give heavy crops of red raspberries. 


Morning-glories, cypress-vines, sweet- 
peas, gourds, nasturtiums, 
Japanese 
hops, wild cucumber, hyacinth 
bean 
are among our most desirable annual 
climbers. 
Seeds of them do not cost 
much, and a package of one or the 
other will yield shade, beauty 
and 
grace. 


The sides of a steep terrace or bank 
may be transformed into a thing of 
beauty by planting trailers along its 
top. 
Rosa Wichuralana, the memorial 
rose, and its hybrids, are desirable for 
this purpose. 
It produces a profusion 
of long wreaths of small, thickly set 
leaves, that look as though they were 
varnished. 
In June it literally covers 
Itself with large, white single roses. 


The Virginia creeper, honeysuckle, 
nasturtiums and moon-vines are trail- 
ers rather than climbers. 
Of garden 
plants the sweet-potato and the dew- 
berry are genteel enough to be grown 
sr trailers. 
They give edibles Instead 
of 
flowers. 


SOME CAUSES OF 


SWINE DISEASES. 


Filthy yards and pens. 
Overfeeding of grain. 
Lack of green food. 
Failure to use serum. • 
Neglect of dipping. 
Confinement in cramped 
quarters. 
Absence of water and shade. 
Lack of exercise and 
fleld-foraging. 
Crowding a herd of all sizes to- 
gether. 


Infrequent changes of feeding- and 
sleepinf-quarterg 


During the winter very few persons 
give a thought to the various insect 
pests which threaten their crops in 
the summer, and yet at this time cer- 
tain methods of control can be prac- 
ticed which will greatly lessen 
the 
trouble the following year. 


The strawberry-leaf roller curls up 
the edges of a leaf and Its winter 
home Is complete. 
If numerous. It 
will pay to mow the beds after the 
crop Is off and rake and bum. 


The red-necked cane borer of rasp- 
berries and blackberries, whose work 
results in a gall or swelling, passes 
the winter as a larva. 
Infested canes 
should be cut off below the swellings 
and burned. 


In grass lands below the frost line 
are the larvae of rose chafers or rose 
bugs. 
These come up near the sur- 
face in the Spring and transform to 
pupae. 


Plum curcullos, which, by the way, 
are hard to find during cold weather, 
select grass, leaves and trash in or 
near the orchard. 
Pear psyllas select 
crevices in the bark, and the pear 
leaf blister mite goes under the bud 
scales. 


FILLS A HENHOUSE NEED 


AVHEN ANIMALS SLEEP. 


Elephants sleep standing up. 
When 
in a herd a certain number will always 
stand watch while the others sleep, for 
the blg> powerful beasts are timid and 
cautious at night and will not go to 
sleep unguarded. 


Bats sleep head downward, hanging 
by their hind claws. 


Birds, with few exceptions, 
sleep 
with their heads turned tailward over 
the back and the beak thrust 
be- 
neath the wing. 


Storks, gulls and other long-legged 
birds sleep standing on one leg. 


Ducks sleep on open water. To avoid 
drifting ashore, they keep 
paddling 
with 
one foot, 
thus 
making 
them 
move in a circle. 


Foxes and wolves sleep curled up> 
their noses and the soles of their feet 
close together and blanketed by their 
bushy tall- 


Lions, tigers and cat animals stretch 
themselves out •-•flat upon 
the 
side. 
Their muscles twitch and throb, indi- 
cating that they are light and reetless 
sleepers. 


Owls,"^ in addition to their eyelids, 
have a screen that .they draw sideways 
across their eyes to shut out the light, 
for they sleep In the daytime.—Our 
Dumb Animals. 


One of the greatest needs in a 
poultry house Is a dry, clean trough 
for feeding shell, grit, bran or a dry 
ration. 
Here is the description of an 
easily made and simple trough for 
this purpose. 


The man who has a celled house 
can try my method and I'll guarantee 
he will like It, says a Michigan cor- 
respondent of the American Agricul- 
turist. 
Cut through the celling board 
between the studding and take out 
the board. 
Put two small hinges on 
It, replace and fix a button to hold 
It In place. 
Next cut a slit about two 
Inches wide and nearly to the stud- 
ding on both sides, about a foot above 
the 
floor. 
Insert a trough running 
back and slanting to the outside clap- 
boards. 
Allow the front edge of the 
trough to come a little above 
the 
opening in the wall so the feed will 
not overrun. 
With a coal scuttle the 
trough may be easily fllled, and the 
hens cannot waste or get on top of 
the trough and foul it. 


I have three In my house for grit, 
shell 
and bran during the 
winter. 
Where one feeds grains and thinks it 
best to keep a hopper before the fowls 
all the time this plan will be liked, as 
it takes up no room whatever. If one's 
house is'not ceiled the boxes may be 
put on the outside of the house with 
troughs running through. 
The tops of 
the boxes should slant so the rain will 
run off. These, of course, will have to 
be filled from the outside. 
With this 


plan the feed drops down as fast at 
the hens remove it from the troughs. 


Feedlag troughs andlboards can be 
kept much 
cleaner -wwen they 
can 
have the benefit of the» fresh air and 
sunshine. 


When badly soiled, they should be 
scrubbed and scalded. 
Water-vessels 
should' also be treated in the same

physical »nd chsmic»! ch»r»cter. 


SILAGE. 


Silage was at 
first 
considered 
a 
Winter 
feed, since 
It reduced 
the 
amount 
of labor in hauling fodder 
during cold, stormy days and 
also 
provided a feed that was palatable 
when corn fodder and stalks would 
not be relished. 
Now, however, si- 
lage is considered almost as much a 
Summer food as for use in Winter 
feeding. 
During the time of 
short 
pasture it takes the place of 
that 
succulence furnished by fresh 
pas- 
ture grasses. 
There is rarely a sea- 
son when we do not have some dry 
weather and consequently a shortage 
in pasturage. 
Very frequently there 
are 
times in the 
Spring and 
Fall 
when one cannot depend upon pas- 
tures. 
It is'then t|iat the silo with 
Its supply of fresh feed comes to the 
rescue.

April 9 of this year, as has been sug- 
gested, it is quite plain the Endurance 
wiss stuck in the 'ice floes from March 
of'last year until October 27, when the 
pressure became too great.

sinking ship, dragging the whaleboats' 
and supply ships on an ice floe. It ap- 
pears that havine'at that time reached 
open water the lieutenant and his com- 
panions launched a whale boat and sail- 
ed for Elephant iflland of the 'South 
Shetland group, arriving there April IB. 


"There the lieutenant left twenty- 


two men in an ice cave 'and proceeded 
with five others 
in an 
open boat to 


South Georgia island, where be hoped to 
meet whaling 'vessels and thus get into 
touch 
with 
civilization. His 
voyage 


from tlic Shetlands to South Georgia, a 
distance of flflO miles, in an open twen- 
ty-two foot boat, amid ire. was a haz- 
ardous and remarkable feat, even for 
so skilled a navigator and seaman as 
Shackleton. 


"The South Shetland 'islands arc in- 


vested with floe ice at this time of the 
year and it will' not be easy to reach 
the men'on "Elephant island until later, 
though no doubt whalers will be sent 
now from the Falklands in an attempt 
to rescue them. 


"It is understood Australia is sending 


a relief party to reach the ten men who 
are'slrandecl on the great barrier on the 
Ross sea side, owinp to the breaking 
away 'of the auxiliary Aurora, which 
was to have met the main party when 
it emerged."

The Case of the Koehler Place 


Police Chief Lenz has filed with the county commissioners a 


formal remonstrance against a renewal of the license for the no- 
torums Koehler saloon at 252S Calhoun street, application for which 
IS due to come up m commissioners' court next Monday The re 
monstrance sets out a long list of perfectly valid and sufficient rea 
sons why the place should be wiped out. Located in a residence 
district, it has long been objectionable, the more so from the fact 
that repeated violations of the law make it evident that no serious 
attempt has been made to keep the character of the place within 
the prescribed limits of legal decency. 


The Fort Wayne Retail Liquor Dealers' association is entitled

Food Situation in Its 


Various Phases. 


Berlin, May 16.—(Correspondence of 


The Associated Pressf.—Vor the first 
time since the outbreak of the war, 
meat is hard to obtain in the capital 
*nd larger cities of the German empire. 
"Meat lines" have grown as long as 
the "butter and milk lines" and those 
forming them must sometimes wait for 
hours before they can procure the quota 
•Hotted by their cards. 


Responsible for this condition are tin; 


heavy demands made upon' the meat 
supply by the army, an almost total 
cessation, of imports, and,the govern- 
ment's new policy of discouraging the 
slaughtering of meat animals before 
fattening lias given them their maximum 
butcher weight'. Cattle owners have re- 
cently shown a tendency to keep stock 
from the market because the maximum 
price arrangement has left them little 
profit. On the necessity of feeding meat 
animals to the limit of meat and fat 
production the government and owners 
of stock are one. Both say that a check 
In butchering now will aild in about 3 
months from 20 to 25 per cent to the 
available meat supply. A fine stand of 
grass on meadow and pasture and the 
arrival of more Indian corn from Rou- 
mania are counted upon to produce this 
Improvement. 


Pork Production Outlook. 


Prospects for a good pork production 


•re said to be excellent. Last fall the 
pork was poor in quality and quantity. 
In the winter of 1914-15 the govern- 
ment, realizing that there would be a 
shortage in foodstuffs, advised that all 
pigs in good condition he slaughtered 
and their meat preserved. 
This was 


done, but in many cases the meat was 
no poorly cured, owing to a lack of com- 
petent help, that it spoiled by the thou- 
Biwid of tons. Since then aii effort has 
been_ made to bring back the pork pro- 
duction to something approaching nor- 
mal proportions. 
, ' 


The question now is whether it will 


lie possible to obtain the food 
stuffs 


necessary to bring this year's animals 
to a good weight. A good potato crop 
would greatly facilitate this as would 
also more Indian corn from Roumania, 
which it is believed can be obtained. 
While this year's corn crop would htird- 
ly influence the pork situation. in Ger- 
Iflnhy it is the intention to give air of 
the present purchases to pork producers 
»nd distribute' the new contracts, among 
other stock owners.

LEOPARD MOTH; A DANGEROUS INSECT 


Measures By Which Shade Trees May Be Protected Against This Destruc- 


tive Insect Enemy Should Be Employed Promptly and Thoroughly. 


The injection of blsulphid of carbon 


Into the burrows of the leopard moth 
and the cutting off and destroying of 
affected branches are recommended 
as the most effective, measures fjr 
getting rid of this pest. 
The insect 


feeds on the wood of a large number 
of shade trees and shrubs and docs 
much damage along th° Atlantic sea- 
board 
between 
Massachusetts and 


New Jersey and in thp Htidon River 
Valley. 
In the caterpillar, or larva 


stage, the leopard moth eats Into the 
tree upon which it feeds and not only 
checks its growth hut so weakens It 
that it is often broken by heavy wind- 
storms. 


The presence of the reft is indi- 


cated by the 
wilting of twiss or 


branches and 
by accumulations of 


sawdust-like castings at the entrance 
of the burrows. 
Tho discovery of 


this evidence 
should 
he 
followed 


promptly by the pruning away of all 
the smaller injured twi£s or hrruichos. 
The larger ones may be cut hack be- 
hind thf injury and tlie stubs covered 
•with grafting wax to prevent the en- 
trance of other inserts. All the wood 
that has been cut away should be 
promptly burned, in order to destroy 
the caterpillar.-, \vithln. This precau- 
tion also should lie followed with all 
branches that 
hnvo fallen 
to the 


ground after windstorms. 
"Wherever 


the trees are so badly Injured that 
there is little hope r>f their recovery. 
It is best to take them out and 
promptly destroy them. In thp case 
of trees which are only slightly af- 
fected, nnd especially In tho case of 
large and valuable trees, bisulphld of 
carbon can bn used effectively. 
]t is 


injected Into tho openings of the bur- 
rows with a long-spouted oil can or a 
glass syringe, and tho openings are 
closed immediately afterwards, prefer- 
ably with grafting wax. 


Carbon bisulphld must be hnndled 


with care, and precautions taken to 
avoid danger from lire and tho In- 
haling of fumes. 
This means that 


the operator should not smoke while 
at work. On the other hand, there 
need be no fear of the liquid damag- 
ing the hands. 


The leopard ninth in its adult form 


has a spotted appearance, the semi- 
transparent white wings bring thickly 
dotted with blackish, dark blue, or 
greenish .-puts.

is often so severe as to render it 
necessary to establish a system of In- 
spection. 
Wherever possible the bi- 


sulphid of carbon should be used. 
<'are should also be taken to see that 
the insect is not allowed to breed in 
growth that ii near valuable tr<*es. 
Thp use of fertilizers will strengthen 
the trees to withstand the attacks of 
this nnd other insects.

and burned. 
Wherever trees show 


that they are past recovery it Is best 
to take them out and promptly de- 
stroy them.

BRIDGE GRAFTING INJURED FRUIT 
\ 


A Practical Method of Saving Trees That Have Been: Badly ^Girdled byiMice 


or Rabbits or Seriously Injured by Blight orjOther/Diseaaea. 


Bridge grafting, the use of scions 


or small limbs to connect the cam- 
bium above and below a large -wound 
or girdled strip, may be practised suc- 
cessfully on almost any kind of fruit 
tree that can be propagated readily 
by grafting. 
It is used more often 


with the apple than any other fruit, 
but pear trees often are treated In 
this way, especially in certain sec- 
tions. There seems to be no reason 
why the method should not also be 
successful 
on plums and 
cherries. 


Peaches, however, graft less readily 
and there may be some question as to 
the usefulness of the method in the 
case of this fruit. 


Mechanical injuries which may be 


remedied are usually inflicted by ani- 
mals, by burrowing insects or by 
implements carelessly used. Various 
diseases, such as pear blight, also 
cause local injuries which may call for 
bridge grafting. 
The trunks of pear 


trees arc not infrequently completely 
girdled and killed by pear blight. 
Bridge graftins. If done in time, how- 
ever, may «ave the tree. The method 
also is useful when large areas of 
bark have been killed by sun scald 
or other troubles. 
Protection of trees 


against rabbits and mice and disease 
Is. of course, better thnn having to 
bridge graft to overcome damage.

Briefly summarized, the pruning of 


the black raspberry is as follows: 
Tho old canes should be cut out and 
burned soon after fruiting.

This pruning 


is called summer pruning, and is done 
In June or July. 
In the spring the 


lateral branches are cut back so that 
tho remaining bud's will develop into 
strong fruit clusters. 


Summer pruning of red raspberries 


is now the exception rather than the 
rule. 
Some growers do this work to 


secure a low-branching bush. 


Tho common practice in spring 


pruning of red raspberries is to cut 
off the tips as early a.s possible, leav- 
ing the canes three or four feet high. 
A few growers perform this operation 
in autumn after the canes have ma- 
tured. but It Is not the best time. 


DEPORTAXGE OF PURE WATER. 


A large amount of water is needed 


by the average dairy cow for the up- 
keep of bodily functions. In addition 
to this, much more Is needed In the 
deduction of milk as the latter con- 
U.1DS S7 per cent of water. Practical 
Otlrymen have found that it Is a good 
policy to provide tho cow with plenty 
of good, clean water. 
That flowing 


through a muddy ditch is not suited 
for a dairy cow. 


It Is also Important that the water 


be of a mild temperature, especially in 
cold weather. Ice water taken into"the 
stomach of the cow causes a shock to 
the system that is not conducive to 
high milk production. The tempering 
of this cold water in the cow uses some 
of the energy that miisrht be applied to 
other purposes. In the winter, freshly 
pumped water is much bolter than the 
cold water In the tank. Tank heaters 
Bid in overcoming this trouble. A cow

lowed to run In an old yard, that Is, 
ona that has not been thoroughly 
renovated either by growing a crop 
of grass, oats or rye, or one that has 
been thoroughly spaded up, raked and 
rolled down. 
Of course very few 


chicken raisers go to this trouble but 
nevertheless if one is to have perfect 
success this Is absolutely necessary. 


If young- chickens have been treated 


as described above and are given the 
run of a clean yard and the oppor- 
tunity to get out into tha garden and 
in the grass they will not be troubled 
with gapes or vermin. 
When young 


chicks once become infested with lies 
it is almost impossible to rid them of 
the pests. If the large head lice are 
allowed to get a start on young chick- 
ens they will kill them 'in a very short 
time. 


Where Insect Enemies 


Pass the Winter 


During the winter very few persons 


give a thought to the various insect 
pests which threaten their crops in 
the summer, and yet at this time cer- 
tain methods of control can be prac- 
ticed which will greatly lessen the 
trouble the following year.

POWER. SPRAITSRS.
